the streets will be ordered and it is 
very probable that the 
other im- 


provement will be a reality and not 
a dream inside of a year. The third 
street improvement would begin at 
Julian street and extend west to 
where Buena Vista 
Avenue joins 


Third and the brick street begins.

Sixth, theuce in a northeasterly di- 
rection over that part of Sixth street 
which is known as the "Avenue," oil 
out Seventh street and wind arouud 
to Eighth and on east to a point 
about where the entrance to the Gun 
and Country Club is located.

But there proved to be some back- 


liders in the camp. The Monon and 
Vickie Plate railroads violated the 
.greement and announced that they 
would withdraw from the alliance, 
made several weeks ago. This cans- 
d a hasty meeting of the railroads 
o be called and it was predicted all 
lie railroads would begin the opera- 
ions of Sunday excursion trains 
igain. 


Whenever the meeting is held, it is 


bought by railroad men that suefc ao 
ion will be taken. If the agreement 
s not cancelled in the regular mail- 
er it is thought that railroads in 


the association will run excursions, 
since the agreement has been violat- 
ed, just as if it had never been made. 


Hundreds of local people take ad- 


•antage of Sunday excursions each 
year although the patronage during 
the past two summers was not as 
great as it was a few years ago. 
Some of the railroads object to ex- 
cursion trains on Sunday and desire 
to eliminate them from their sched- 
ule altogether. Other roads, however 
are strongly in favor of the usual 
Sunday excursions 
and withdrew 


from the agrement.

The~Cas« of a Fort Wayne Physician 


and Druggist Charged With Selling 
Injurious Drugs to Minors Will Be 
Taken Up in July—Belief That Such 
Practice Is Widespread Will Lead to 
Further Investigation. 


Indianapolis, .Tune 15. — Dr. H. W. 


Niswonger, a physician and pharmacist 
of Fort Wayne, has been cited by the 
state board of medical examination 
and registration to appear before 
it July 10 and show cause why his li- 
cense as a physician should not be re- 
voked because of alleged sales of co- 
caine to minors. 


The action against Niswonser was 


based on affidavits filed by minors, 
who said they bought the drug in the 
Niswonger store, and by a detective 
who arrested Niswonger on a charge 
of illegal sale of the drug. A case 
against Niswonger is now pending in 
the Allen county courts. 


The board believes the sale by phy 


sician-pharmacists of cocaine, mor- 
phine, etc., illegally, Is widespread, 
and has determined to revoke the phy- 
sicians' licenses when proof of illegal 
sales is found. Dr. J. M. Dinnen of 
Fort Wayne, president of the board, 
who collected the evidence in the Nis- 
woneer case, said: 


•~rne sale ana use ol sucn drugs as 


cocaine and morphine is far worse 
than the sale1 and use of alcoholic 
liquor. A victim of the alcohol habit 
has a chance to reform, but the victim 
of cocaine or morphine, never. A man 
may use alcohol without becoming a 
thief or a liar or a cheat, but the ussr 
of cocaine or morphine sooner or later 
becomes one or the other, or all three. 
We-have in jail in Allen county now 
two young men who were arrested for 
crimes traceable to their use of co- 
caine obtained illegally."

John B. Stoll Could Not Abide Policy 


of Paper's Owners. 


South-Bend, Ind., ^June 15.—J. B. 


Stoll, editor of the South Bend Times 
since 1881, and one of the best-known 
newspaper men of the state, has ter- 
minated his* connection with that pa- 
per. 
/ 
This action on the part of Mr. Stoll 


marks the retirement of the nestor of 
Democratic editors in Indiana. When 
the Times was consolidated with the 
South Bend News in August of last 
year and Mr. Stoll disposed of the con- 
trolling inteerst of the Times, it was 
announced that he would continue as 
editor. Mr. Stoll objected to a censor- 
ship of his policies and presented his 
resignation, saying that the agreement 
entered into last August had been vio- 
lated. 


In connection with the report of Mr. 


Stoll's retirement it was given out 
that he has been engaged to write a 
political history of Indiana.

Purdue Winter Courme Student*. 


Nearly two hundred winter course 


students are improving their time this 
year at Purdue university 
in the 


School of Agriculture. They are men 
and women from all parts of the state, 
who are alive to the opportunities af- 
forded them, and to the lines of de- 
velopment offered them by the winter 
course. The class is larger than ever 
before, and is, on the whole, one of 
the most promising that ever attend- 
ed the school. There are several men 
in the course who have graduated from 
other colleges and have just realized 
that they could profitably learn some- 
thing about agriculture. 
By far the 


greater number of the students taking 
the work are from the farms of the 
state, however. Many of them are high 
school students who, after an eight 
weeks' stay, will decide to return an- 
other year for the four-year course. 
Some o£ the best students in the reg- 
ulaf four-j^5af course have been intro- 
duced through the winter courses. 


The winter course students are wel- 


come to the School of Agriculture. 
They bring with them the practical 
spirit of the farm, and by coming in 
contact with the school they not only 
receive much that is beneficial and 
practical, but they give the regular 
students some practical suggestions 
that help them to keep an eye on the 
future. There is a spirit of business 
and industry about these men that in- 
dicates their seriousness, and their de- 
sire for improvement. They are pi- 
oneers with a future. May success at- 
tend their efforts. 


The meeting of the Indiana Commis- 


sion on Industrial and Agricultural 
Education, .held at Purdue university 
on January 31, showed very clearly 
that the schools today are not meet- 
Ing in an adequate way the needs of 
the farmers.

nr? so desirable. 
• In the evening the commission were 
the guests of the Purdue university 
faculty, and several hours were spent 
in a discussion of the problems before 
the commission. Many questions were 
put to the members of the faculty, 
and the commission secured such in- 
formation of,value to them in their 
solution of t!i6 problems confronting 
them.

The man who fig- 
ures his profits on net cash returns 
alone is not only looking at it un- 
fairly, but is in addition following a 
short-sighted policy in regard to the 
business of the farm. 
Great Problems Confront Farmer*. 
Three great economic problems con- 


front corn-belt farmers. 


First and foremost of these is the 


maintenance of a productive soil. 


Second, the profitable utilization of 


coarse roughage, large Quantities of 
which is produced on every grain 
farm. 


Third, the profitable employment of 


labor and equipment for the entire 
year. 


The logical solution of these prob- 


lems lies In keeping en the farm a 
sufficient number of animals capable 
of consuming and profitably utilizing 
the coarse feeds grown and at the 
same time returning large quantities 
of manure to the farm. No class of 
animals to better adapted to this than 
cattle of some kind. 
Sheep may be 


profitably kept for this purpose, but 
the limited number which can be suc- 
cessfully maintained together on the 
average farm to not usually sufficient 
to meet the need; furthermore, cattle 
will utilize damaged hay, straw and 
fodder to a better advantage than 
•beep.

The first step in the improvement 


of a herd, is proper feed. No cow, 
good or poor, will produce" results 
without proper feed and care. Equal- 
ly important with proper feeding is 
the providing of adequate dairy barns. 
When the above mentioned steps have 
•been taken, the cows not responding 
by increased production, should be re- 
placed by better ones. The securing 
of good cows to replace the better 
ones, sometimes proves difficult. The 
best method of securing them is to 
breed the best cows in the herd to 
a good, pure bred dairy sire, and 
raise the heifer calves. 


In case the herd it too small to 


make the owning of a male practica- 
ble, breeding associations may be 
formed by the dairymen of the com- 
munity. 


The buying of a dairy sire is an Im- 


portant step. If we buy a young sire, 
we must depend on the pedigree of 
the animal. We should base our judg- 
ment of the animal upon the record 
of the near ancestry, the dam and 
granddam, rather than upon that bf 
some noted ancestor, several genera- 
tions back. The safest plan is to buy 
an «"i™«i old neough to have heifers 
In milk. We then hare a means of 
determining the animal's ability of 
producing heifers of large capacity for 
milk production. 


Many good dairy sires have been 


sold to the butcher. The owners of 
these animals could no longer use 
them in.their herds because of rela- 
tionship, and their neighbor dairymen 
did not se the advantage of buying 
tried and tested animal but preferred 
to purchase a young animal of un- 
known qualities. 


A number of dairymen In the state 


are making no attempt to raise heif- 
er calves, but buy cows to keep up 
their herds. In most cases this Is a 
mistake. Better cows can be pro- 
cured, at a less cost. If a good dairy 
•Ire Is used and the heifers from the 
best cows saved.

The need of better dairy stock In 


mdiana, as well as in other states, is 
very evident. 
Recent investigation 


made by the dairy department of Pur- 
lue, disclosed the fact th/it there were 
!ierds producing $2.56 worth of dairy 
products for each $1.00 worth of food 
received, and that other herds pro- 
duced only $1.20 worth of dairy pro- 
ducts from each $1.00 worth' of feed 
received. A difference of eight cents 


the cost of producing a pound of 


butterfat was also found between two 
herds. 


When we consider that the average 


production of dairy cows in the United 
States is estimated at 150 pounds of 
butterfat, and that the best records of 
high producing cows Is around 1,000 
pounds of butterfat, we may readily 
see that there is a vast amount of 
room for the improvement of the dairy 
stock of the country. 


In Indiana, it has been estimated 


that there are 200,000 cows that are 
not making a profit above the cost 
of the feed they receive and the labor 
of caring for them. If each could be 
replaced with cows making a profit of 
only $5.00 (and hundreds of good cows 
are making a profit of $50.00 and 
$60.00), it would mean a million dol- 
lars to the state. 


There are three methods of select- 
:ng dairy animals, as follows: 


1. By form or appearance. 
2. By pedigree or records of an- 


cestors. 


3. By performance, keeping rec- 


~rds of the herd's production. 


For the average man, the last men- 


tioned method is the best. If selling 
milk by weight or measure, a record 
of the amount of milk produced by 
'he animal should be kept. If selling 
•n the butterfat basis, the amount of 
butterfat should be determined by 
veighing and testing the milk. If the 
jilk is weighed and tested for two 
iays in each month and this result 
taken as an average for the month, 
.•ery close results for the year may be 
obtained.
